A PROBABLE FATAL EXPLOSION 
OF A GUN—A MAN’s_ BRAINS 
KNOCKED OvutT.— Yesterday a little 
before noon, a terrible, and most 
probably fatal, accident occurred by 
the explosion of a defective gun bar- 
rel. Louis Voorheif, a German, about 
40 years of age, living on the south- 
ern side of the North Carolina Rail- 
road, just below the Executive Man- 
sion, went down the railroad track, 
outside the corporate limits of the 
city, in order to make a trial of a shot 
gun which he got from the shop 
where it had been left for repairs. 
The gun was loaded, p!aced to the 
shoulder and trigger pulled—the bar- 
rel bursted and the man fell to the 
earth with a large hole in the fore- 
head, from which the brains oozed. 
He was immediate!y removed to his 
home by those who accompanied 
him, and Dr. James McKee sum- 
moned. Dr. Meixee, after examining 
the injury of the wounded man, 
enlied in Drs. BE. Burke Haywood and 
W. Royster, for the purpose of con- 
sultation. We learn that it ts the 
opinion of these medical gentlemen 
that there is little, if any, hope of a 
recovery. It is supposed that the 
breech-pin and lock of the gun in- 
flicted the hurt. 


ADJOURNMENT OF THE LEGISLA-

NASHVILLE, Feb. 10, 1874. 

Court convened on Monday at 12 
m.,Judge Watts presiding. A consid- 
erable number of criminal cases have 
been disposed of, principally those 
for larceny and petty misdemeanors, 
but none worthy of special mention 
other than that of State vs. Porter 
Nicholson, for larceny committed in 
1870, and State vs Edmund Joyner, 
for same crime. Nicholson has been 
a bird of the jwoods, a regular skulk- 
ing character, breaking jails on di- 
vers occasions, and as often being re- 
captured. The last time he was 
taken he was bailed to appear at this 
term of the Court, when he was con- 
victed and sentenced to three years 
imprisonment in the State peniten- 
tiary.

The National Grange and a Dec- 
laration of Its Principles. 
The National Grange, which has 
been in session in St. Louis, has put 
forth a declaration of the principles 
of the order and its objects, and as 
this movement is rapidly spreading 
throughout the whole country, we 
republish as a matter of interest to 
the general reader, other than the 
Grangers themselves, the resolutions 
adopted. They are as follows: 


Profoundly impressed with the 
truth that the National Grange of 
the United States should definitely 
sroclaim to the world its general ob- 
jects, we hereby unanimously make 
this declaration of the purposes of the 
Patrons of Husbandry : 

First. United by the strong and 
faithful tie of agriculture, we mutual- 
ly resolve to labor for the good of our 
Order, our country, our mankind. 

Second. We heartily indorse the 
motto, ‘In essentials, unity ; in non- 
—, liberty ; in all things, char- 
ity. 

Third. We shall endeavor to ad- 
vance our cause by laboring to ac- 
complish the follewing objects : 

To develop better and higher man- 
hood and womanhood among our- 
selves; to enhance the comforts and 
attractions of our home and strength- 
en our attachments to our pursuits ; 


= 


to form mutual understanding and 
co-operation ; to maintain inviolate, 
our laws; tostimulate each to labor ; 
to hasten the good time coming; to 
reduce expenses, both individual and 
co-operative ; to buy less snd produce 
more in order to make our farms self- 
sustaining ; to diversify our crops 
and crop no more than we can culti- 
vate; to condense the weight of 
our exports, selling less in the 
bushel and more on the hoof and 
in fleece; to systemize our work 
and ealeulate intelligently on proba- 
bilities; to discountenance the credit 
system, mortgage system, fashion 
system, and every other system tend- 
ing to prodigality and bankruptcy. 
We propose to act together for our mu- 
tual protectionand theadvancemen ts 
associations may require. We sha!l 
avoid litigation as much as possible 
by arbitration. We shall constantly 
strive to secure entire harmony, good 
will and vital brotherhood among 
ourselves, and to make our order per- 
petual. We shall earnestly endeavor 
to suppress personal, local, sectional, 
and national prejudices, ail unhealthy 
rivalrv and all unselfish ambition. 
Faithful adherence to these princi- 
ples will insure our neutral, moral, 
social, and material advancement. 
Fourth. We desire to bring produ- 
cers and eonsumers and farmers and 
manufacturers into the most direct 
and friendly relations possible. 
Hence we must dispense with the 
surplus of middle men. We wage 


no aggressive warfare against any 
other interests whatever. On the 


contrary, all our acts and all our ef- 
forts,as business is concerned, are not 
only for the benefit of the producers 
and consumers, but also for all other 
interests that tend to bring these two 
parties into speedy and economical 
contact. 

Hence we hold that transportation 
companies of every kind are neces- 
sary to our success ; that their inter- 
ests are intimately connected with 
our interests, and harmonious action 
is mutually advantageous, keeping 
in view the first sentence In our 
declaration of principles of action, 
that individual happiness depends 
upon general prosperity. We shall, 
therefore, advocate for every Statean 
increase, in every practicable way, of 
all facilities for transporting cheaply 
to the seaboard, or between home 
producer and consumers, all products 
of our country. We are not enemies 
of railroads, navigable or irrigating 
canals, nor of any corporations that 
will advanee our industrial interests, 
nor of any laboring classes. In our 
whole order there is no communism 
and no agrarianism. We are opposed 
tosuch spirit and management of any 
corporation or enterprise as tends to 
oppress the people and rob them of 
their just profits. We are not ene- 
mies toeapital, but we oppose tyranny 
of monopolies. We long to see the 
antagonism between capital and labor 
removed by common consent, and 
by enlightened statesmanship worthy 
othe nineteenth century. 

We are opposed to excessive sal:- 
ries, high rates of interest and exor- 
bitant percentage profits in trade, as 
they greatly increase our burdens 
and do not bear the proper propor- 
tion to the proper profits of produ- 
cers. We desire only self-protection 
and protection of every true interest 
offered by legitimate transactions, 
legitimate trade and legitimate pro- 
fits. Weshall advance the cause of 
education ourselves, and for our chil- 
dren, by all just means within our 
power. We especially advocate for 
our agricultural and industrial colle- 
ges that practical agriculture, domes- 
tic scienee and all arts whieh adorn 
home be taught in their courses of 
study. 

Kitth. We emphaticalty sin- 
cerely assert the oft-repeated truth 
taught in our organie law that the 
grange—national, State, or subordi- 
nate—is not a political or party or- 
ganization. No grange, if true toits 
obligation, can discuss political ques- 
tions, nor call political conventions, 
nor nominate candidates, nor even 
discuss their merits in its meetings. 
Yet the principles we teach underlie 
all true politics and all true states- 
manship, and if properly carried out 
will tend to purify the whole _ politi- 
cal atmosphere of our country. 

We seek the greatest good to the 
greatest number, but we must always 
bear in mind that no one becoming 
a Grange member gives up that inal- 
jienable right and duty which belongs 
to every American citizen, to take a 
proper interest in the politics of his 
country. On thecontrary, it is right 
forj every member to do all in his 
power legitimately to influence for 
good the action of every political par- 
ty to which he belongs by nature of 
our organization, not because they 
are professional men or artisans or 
laborers, but because they have not 
sufficiently direct interest in tilling 
or pasturing the soil, or may have 
some interest in conflict with our pur- 

ses. But we mt to all good cit- 
izens for their cordial co-operation to 
assist us in our efforts toward reform, 
that we may eventually remove from 
our midst the last vestige of tyranny 
and corruption. 

Sixth. Ours being peculiarly a far. 
mers’ institution, we cannot admit 
all to our ranks; many are excluded. 

Seventh. It shall be an abiding 
principle with us to relieve any of 
our oppressed and suffering brother- 
hood by any means at our command. 

Last, but not least, we proclaim it 
among our purposes to inculeate 
proper appreciation of the abilities 
and sphere of woman, by admitting 
her to memobership and position in 
our order. Imploring continued as- 
sistence ofour Divine Master to guide 
us 1n our work, we here pledge our- 
selves to faithful and harmonious la- 
bor for all future time, to return by 
our united efforts to the wisdom, jus- 
tice, fraternity and political purity of 
our forefathers. 

A memorial to the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry in the cotton States was also 
adopted. It is an argument in favor 
of mixed husbandry in the South in- 
stead of expending the energies of 
the people in raising single crops. It 
Says: During the past seven years 
our cotton fields have added to the 
wealth of the world two thousand 
millions of dollars, and caused pros- 
perity to smile upon every one who 

1as handled our crops savethose who 
struggled for its production annually. 
lhe energies of the cotton planter 
were then exhausted in attem pting 
to produce a maximum crop ofa 
single staple, while quite as frequent- 
ly he has reduced his means in sup- 
plying his necessary wants. 

A system, based upon such a policy, 
and producing such results, must be 
radically wrong, and if persisted in, 
will lead to bankruptey fand ruin. 
No people can ever become prosper- 
ous who are not self-sustaining. Our 
fertile soil, exhaustless mineral 
wealth, abundant water power and 
general salubrious climate avails us 
nothing if annually we expend mil- 
lions for subsistence. It is generally 
conceded that home-grown bread is 
cheaper than purchased supplies, and 
the observation of every planter is 


that those Southern farmers who live 


within themselves are more inde- 
pendent and less incumbent with 
than those who have relied solely 
upon the cotton crop. It is hazard- 
ous for any people to rely upon others 
for the supply of those articles which 
are necessary for their consumption. 
It then refers to famine, which more 
than once has occurred in India, 
owing to the efforts of the people to 
crow cotton to the exclusion of bread- 
stuffs, and adds that during the past 
year portions of lowa, Minnesota and 
‘Dakota have been invaded by grass- 
hoppers, which destroyed every vest- 
ige of vegetation. Imagine your Con- 
dition should a simjlar_ mvasion 
become general in the Northwest. 

‘ouple with 
cutters of the cotton crop, either from 
warm drought or any other unavoida- 
ble cause. Impossible assuch yisita- 
tions may appear, have we power to 
prevent them; and is it wise to sub- 
ject ourselves to the possibility of 
becoming victims of such calamities: 
Our wisest and safest policy is, as far 
as practicable, to produce at home 
our necessary supplies. Is there a 
farm in the South upon which this 
cannot be done and at the same time 
produce the average cotton crop. As 
the net result of the farmers’ annual 
labors, we believe there is not annual- 
ly four million bales of cotton pro- 
duced upon Southern soil, but what 
proportion of this vast amount is 
retained to indicate our prosperity . 
One half of it is expended for neces- 
sary supplies, while the remainder is 
divided between labor and _ taxes. 
Henée the cost of production has ex- 
ceeded the value of the article pro- 
duced. Shall this policy continue? 
Extensive cotton crops have evinced 
our unity of purpose and entailed 
poverty upon us equally. Uniform 
adhesion to mixed husbandry would 
secure our recuperation. Cotton isa 
necessity, and the extent of that 
necessity can be calculated. For ex- 
actness, if three million five hundred 
thousand bales are grown, they will 
be consumed before another crop can 
be gathered, and a remunerative 
inarket price will be sustained by the 
consequent demand. 

If four million five hundred bales 
are grown a large marginal excess 
will control and depress the market. 
Alternatives for suceess are numerous, 
but we rely upon the single one of 
co-operating in the determination to 
subsist at home. With this end at- 
tained there is no reason why we 
should not be the happiest, most in- 
dependent and prosperous people on 
earth. 

The memorial is signed by the 
Masters of the State Granges of South 
and North Carolina, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Florida, Arkansas, Louis- 
iana, Georgia and Tennessee, and 
was not only heartily approved by 
the committee on resolutions, but 
indorsed by every member of the 
National Grange.
